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MEN PETE MOON first suggested the idea of a bibliography of 
discographies, it struck me as very surprising that, in a field where so 
much importance is attached to disco graphical data, no other jazz fan has 
come up with such a project. Or, if they have, it has got no further than 
the drawing board, whereas Mr. Moon presented me with a fait almost accompli : 
a list of over 150 discographies. Since then we have been working on it in 
an attempt to make it as complete as possible. We were helped in this by 
Reg Cooper's persistent and invaluable plugging in his "Jazz Information" 
column, as a result of which we received some additional information from 
Messrs. Jorgen Grunnet Jepsen and Michael Sparke, who brought us up to date 
with regard to their own listings. We would also like to acknowledge the 
assistance of John C. Irwin of Garden Grove, California, who checked the 
first draft and provided some additions. 

Some points about the form and layout of this publication. Pete 
chose i960 as the commencing date because until then listings tended to be 
rather incomplete. In addition, those printed before then will be probably 
out-of-print as well as out-of-date by now. We have also confined the 
bibliography mainly to single-artist listings? after all, everyone knows 
about the regular issues of Jepsen and Jazz Directory. We also have left 
out label listings for similar reasons, though I would mention here Jim 
Hayes ' label-a-month' project. Were we to include it in our listing, we 
would obviously be behind the times when we reached publication date, but 
suffice it to say that such as the Columbia CB series and the Vocation 
Swing series have already been covered. The main listing here is alphabetical, 
although the names appear in the order of first name, then surname, I think 
it’ s quite clear like this; the other way tends to look too much like an 
inventory, quartermasters, army, personnel for the use of. After the main 
section there are appendices giving details of the collective discographies 
published by Jazz Discographies Unlimited, and of the prodigious number of 
listings by Mr. W.P, Van Eyle. Both he and Ernie Edwards kindly supplied us 
with details' of their work. 

As with all works of this nature, we realise that it will more 
than likely be out of date by the time it is ready for distribution. For 
this reason we have made it loose leaf, and intend publishing a supplement 
each year to oover the additions of the previous twelve months. We will 
charge 5/- for a life subssription to this, mainly to cover postal costs. 

It need hardly be said that additions and corrections will be very welcome, 
and will be included in these supplements. It’s now up to researchers and 
discographers, in fact all jazz enthusiasts, to use. this work to try to 
eradicate all wasteful duplication in this valuable field, which demands 
so much effort for so little reward.
